Sheep And Shepherd, Sinner And Saviour

“All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all.’’—Isa. 53:6. 


Do you ever call your wife or sweetheart, “little lamb,” 
‘Jambie,” “lambie pie,’ etc.? If you do, don’t let her read this 
message for she certainly never will appreciate those en- 
dearing (?) terms again! As a matter of fact, you could 
call her a hog or a cow and be more flattering! You don’t 
believe me? Then just listen to this: 


If I were to name the one out- 
standing characteristic of a sheep’s 
nature, it would probably be stu- 
pidity or just plain dumbness. 
This stupidity is shown by the 
fact that there is probably no 
domestic animal that is so prone 
to stray away from a shepherd 
and there is probably no domestic 
animal that so desperately needs 
the care of a shepherd. 

1. A Sheep Needs a Shepherd 
for Provision 

A shepherd must usually provide 
food for the sheep or take the 
sheep to the food. David, the 
shepherd boy, knew this and had 
this in mind when he said, “The 
Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want” (Psa. 23:1). A sheep does 
not seem to have in a strong 
measure the God-given instinct of 
finding food and water that most 
other animals have. For example, 
the Princess and I turned 13 
beautiful saddle horses loose on 
our thousand-acre ranch in Mur- 
freesboro, Tennessee, several 
months back. Not long afterwards 
men with bulldozers and other 
heavy equipment came in to build 
a lake where the small pond was 
‘located. Evidentally the shouting 
and yelling of the men and the 
clatter and clang of the equip- 


ment annoyed the horses and they 
quit coming to the small reservoir 
to drink. We wondered what in 
the world the horses were doing 
for water, yet none of them ap- 
peared to be thirsty. We knew 
they were getting water some 
place but we did not know of 
any other source in the pasture 
where they were grazing. The 
mystery was not solved until last 
week when I was riding with three

surveyors on the back side of this 
pasture. We took a rough trail 
through almost impenetrabie 
wood, then down a slope, to dis- 
cover a large open metal reservoir 
into which clear sparkling water 
was piped from a spring 25 feet 
up the slope! It was here the 
horses had come to drink. I do not 
know how they found this hidden 
supply but find it they did. A 
sheep seems not to have such a 
highly developed capacity for forg- 
ing for itself. 

Nor do sheep have the “homing- 
instinct” of most other animals. 
It is a rare thing if a cow can- 
not find her way to the barn when 
night comes on. And horses have 
no difficulty, even on cold winter 
evenings, finding their way to the 
watering tank and _ feeding 
trough. And—talk about an ani- 
mal’s ability to find its way back

After the close of the conference,

Again in the first chapter of 
Acts the command of the Saviour 
is repeated, that they should “wait 
for the promise of the Father,” 
the enduement of power from on 
high. They should “be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. not many 
days hence.’ And that did not 
mean Christ’s return, nor the com- 
ing of the kingdom or restoration 
of Israel, “But ye shall receive 
power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jerusa- 
lem, and in all Judaea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” And _ those 
were the last words that Jesus 
spoke while on earth. Then, “‘while 
they beheld, he was taken up; and 
a cloud received him out of their 
sight” (Acts 1:8, 9). 

The disciples faithfully waited 
and prayed. They ‘“‘continued with 
one accord in prayer and suppli- 
cation” till the mighty power of 
God came on the day of Pentecost. 
They won three thousand souls 
that day, then continued in the 
mighty power of God. Throughout 
the book of Acts the fullness of 
the Spirit is the one great equip- 
ment mentioned for Christian 
workers. The disciples were filled 
with the Holy Spirit in Acts 2:4. 
The same crowd was filled with

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Peter and John there “who, when 
they were come down, prayed for 
them, that they might receive the 
(Acts 8:15). Paul 
and Barnabas and others fasted 
and prayed until “the Holy Ghost 
said, Separate me Barnabas and 
Saul for the work whereunto’ I 
have called them. . . So they, be- 
ing sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
departed .. .” (Acts 13:2, 4). At 
the first opposition, “Saul, filled 
with the Holy Ghost,” rebuked the 
sin of Elymas the sorcerer public- 
ly, and Sergius Paulus was won- 
derfully' converted. Oh, those 
thrilling, thrilling days and years 
when men did not pretend to 
preach the gospel nor pretend to 
try to win souls except they were 
endued with the mighty power of 
God! 

This is the lost note in our 
music. This is the lost chord that 
leaves unsatisfying all our efforts 
at service. 


The Darbyites have come along 
and taught us that we need not 
wait on God for power, that it is 
fanaticism to ask to be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. They have 
told us that we already have all 
the Holy Spirit we may have; so 
men have ceased to wait on God 
and seek the mighty power of God 
as did Moody, and Spurgeon, and 
Finney, and Torrey. And, ceasing 
to depend on the mighty power of 
God, they have ceased to have it. 
And everywhere we have bland, 
self-assured “Bible teachers’ 
preaching to little groups of saints, 
but having no drunkards made 
sober, no harlots made pure, no 
lives and homes and cities trans- 
formed. We cannot have revival 
without the mighty power of the 
Holy Spirit. But, thank God, His 
power is available for those who 
wait on Him and give themselves 
wholly to His will. | 

It is the plain command of God, 
“Be not drunk with wine, where- 
in is excess; but be filled with the 


Spirit” (Eph. 5:18). We, too, need 


exactly what Bible Christians 
needed. We, too, can have the 
mighty enduement of power from 
on high.

ticism. We were afraid of ‘wild 
fire.” And the truth is that, fear- 
ing what men would say, we have 
not thoughtenough about what 
God would say. We have gone 
in human wisdom. We have 
gone with educated sermons, 
with entertaining sermons, with 
doctinally-sound sermons; but, 
alas, we have gone without the 
Holy anointing, without the mira- 
cle-working, supernatural power 
of the Holy Spirit! 

I do not wonder that the Dar- 
byites say that we are in the last 
days, that we cannot have any 
more great revivals. After people 
are taught that they need not wait 
on God, that the wonderful events 
in the book of Acts were given 
only temporarily, in a transition 
period, and that such power and 
manifestations can never be re- 
peated again, I do not wonder that 
they think we can have no more 
great revivals. But, oh, thank God, 
they are wrong! His Spirit and His 
power are still available. 

Some people preach the Word 
and forget that the Word of God 
is “the sword of the Spirit.” They 
cannot wield the sword, but the 
Spirit of God must do so, if the 
wonder-working results are to fol- 
low. Oh, for Holy anointing! Oh, 
for a super natural enduement of 
power! Oh, that men may speak 
for God as prophets, and our 
prophecy will be supernatural re- 
velation, a miracle-working mes- 
sage from God! 

We can have revival if sinners 
still tremble under the Word, if 
the Word of God can make men 
see their nakedness of soul, their 
wickedness before God, the im- 
pending doom that hunts them 
down! Men can be saved if they 
can but be wooed with the en- 
trancing pathos and devotion and 
love of Christ, revealed by the 
Holy Spirit. 
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Yes, we can have revival. The 
enduement of the Holy Spirit of 
God makes revival possible for any 
one who will pay the price for 
that power. 

What set Moody apart? I an- 
swer, the power of the Holy Spirit! 

What made Billy Sunday power- 
ful? If you think it was baseball 
slang, and enthusiastic and drama- 
tic gesture and activity in the pul- 
pit, you have foolishly missed the 
whole point of his ministry. Billy 
Sunday’s message was made pow- 
erful by a special anointing of the 
Holy Spirit. Every time he preach- 
ed, he opened his Bible at Isaiah 
61:1 and placed his manuscript 
upon that Seripture, to preach the 
gospel, whatever the sermon. 
That Scripture says, “The Spirit of 
the Lord God is upon me; because 


the Lord hath anointed me to 


preach good tidings unto the 
meek; he hath sent me to bind up 
the brokenhearted, to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that 
are bound.’ And Billy Sunday 
knew that he had a covenant with 
God. He preached in the mighty 
power of God. 

If it was a sober, rather matter- 
of-fact, inexorable logic of R. A. 
Torrey, or the pungent slang of 
Billy Sunday, or the tender pathos 
and vivid illustrations of D. L. 
Moody, the fundamental power 
was the same. It was the mighty 
power of the Spirit of God. They 
had revival because they were an- 
nointed to preach. We can have re- 
vival, too, if we be but anointed to 
preach, if we be but anointed to 
witness. We can have revival be- 
cause the Spirit of God is the 
miracle-worker who is’ always 
available for the soul winner’s 
power. 


IV. The Resource of Persistent, 
Heart-Broken, Prevailing, Be- 
lieving Prayer Makes 
Revival Always 
Possible 


I trust that all who hear and 
all who read this lecture are be- 
ginning to see that fundamental 
Christianity naturally provides for 
blessed, powerful revivals and the 
winning of multitudes. One who 
does not win souls is not even a 
normal Christian. A church that 
does not have revival is not a nor- 
mal New Testament church. A 
preacher who does not have the 
mighty enduement of power upon 
him to the saving sinners is a 
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backslidden, disobedient and un- 
faithful preacher, because New 
Testament Christianity inevitably 
involves the power of God upon 
His people and the preaching of 
His gospel fruitfully. 

For example, here is a funda- 
mental of the Christian faith: God 
answers prayer! Prayer changes 
things. Prayer moves the hand 
that moves the world. 

Nothing is clearer in the Bible 
than the fact that certain things 
happen because people pray which 
would not happen if they did not 
pray. Hezekiah, for example, was 
“sick unto death.” God sent Isaiah 
to tell him frankly, “Set thine 
house in order: for thou shalt die, 
and not live’ (Isa. 38:1). But 
Hezekiah turned his face to the 
wall and prayed, and God sent 
back the prophet to say, “I have 
heard thy prayer, I have seen thy 
tears: behold, I will add unto thy 
days fifteen years” (Isa. 38:5). 

James 4:2 plainly says, “Ye lust, 
and have not: ye kill, and desire to 
have, and cannot obtain: ye fight 
and war, yet ye have not, because 
ye ask not.” The infidel, Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, says that God is 
not a Santa Claus, that one of 
the first things we must learn 
about prayer is that God does not 
give things. But I know better, 
and the Bible clearly says the op- 
posite of that. God is better than 
any Santa Claus; and while He 
does not give on any wicked whim, 
God does answer prayer. I thank 
God that I know He has sent 
money in answer to prayer, the ex- 
act sum needed in literally dozens 
of cases. I know from never-to-be- 
forgotten experience, holy experi- 
ence that He brought rain in an- 
swer to prayer in drought-stricken 
west Texas when there was no 
likelihood of rain. The surround- 
ing country remained arid, and 
when we asked God to send rain 
within twenty-four hours, He sent 
it in a five-mile radius in the little 
town where I preached and where 
we agreed to pray. 

I know that God raised up a wo- 
man dying with T.B., sent home 
from a state sanitorium to die, af- 
ter years of wasting away. She 
was healed at once, as far as all of 
us could see, and in two weeks she 
was up doing her own housework. 
She still lives after eighteen years. 
I say that I can testify that God 
changes things in answer to prayer. 
God does things when we _ pray 
aright which He could not do if 
we did not pray aright. 

But does not this fundamental 
doctrine, that God has committed 
Himself to answer a certain kind 
of prayer, mean necessarily that 
we can have a revival if we seek 
God for it properly? Here prayer 
is divinely given as a resource for 
every Christian, a resource that 
makes revival always possible. 

Are conditions wrong for revival? 
Then prayer can change condi- 
tions. Are people wrong for re- 
vival? Then prayer can change 
people. “The king’s heart is in tT 
hand of the Lord” (Prov. 21:1). 
God can change newspaper editors 
and writers if He wants to, to 
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give the gospel publicity. God can 
change hearts of public officials, 
to make great auditoriums avail- 
able for rental. God can make 
Christian people concerned when 
they are unconcerned, if a few 
keep on praying. God can restore 
the backslider, if people mean 
business and keep on praying. God 
can change people in answer to 
prayer. 

Is the preaching powerless? But 
God answers prayer! Let preacher 
and people wait on God until pow- 
er is given. Prayer changes things, 
changes people, changes the wea- 
ther. Prayer can change self. The 
weak can be made strong. 

It is true that one of the condi- 
tions of proper prayer is that it 
should be in Christ’s name. In 
John 14:13,14 Jesus said: “And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Fa- 
ther may be glorified in the Son. 
If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it.’”’ 

But this condition is fulfilled 
more easily about soul winning 
and revival than about anything 
else in the world! It may be that 
a man will want a new car, and 
cannot honestly say that it is just 
for Jesus’ sake. It may be that 
one will wish to be raised from a 
bed of sickness, and his own desire 
may be the real reason back of 
the request. All right, friend, pray 
on, even in such cases. There are 
other promises that encourage you 
to pray. But on this matter of 
keeping people out of Hell,. on 
this matter of saving souls for 
whom Christ has died, we can 
more easily come to pray in Jesus’ 
name than about anything else in 
the world! 

Oh, if there is anything in the 
world that I know about God, 
I know that He loves sinners. Do 
I know what Jesus Christ thinks? 
Do I know what His dear heart 
desires and craves? Do I know the 


thing that is most often in His 


thought? Thank God, I do know! 
The dear Lord Jesus wants sin- 
ners saved. 

We learn from I Timothy 1:15, 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I. am 
chief.” 


Jesus said, when He saved Za- 
chaeus, “For the Son of man is 
come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). 


This is what Jesus came into 
the world for. This is what He 
died for. If you seek the meaning 
of His lonely long years away from 
Heaven and His Father and the 
angels, then His love for sinners is 
the answer. If you seek to know 
why He endured the shameful 
traitor’s kiss on his cheek, the 
spittle in His face, the scourging 
of the Roman lash, and the in- 
dignities and torture of the cross, 
then I know, and I can tell you. 
His dear heart was broken over 
lost sinners and He wanted them 
saved. Even in His dying, He could 
not forbear praying, “Father, for- 
give them for they know not what 
they do.” 


Now that He is seated on the 
right hand of God, I know what is 
in His heart. He told us. “I say 


unto you, that likewise joy shall 
be in heaven over one sinner. that 
repenteth, more than over ninety 
and nine just persons, which need 
no repentance’? (Luke 15:7). I 
know what lights up the face of 
the Saviour and makes His heart 
glad even now. Oh, how He re- 
joices to see souls saved! 

How bold I ought to be, then, 
when I come to pray in Jesus’ 
name about souls being saved. I 
sometimes, in: my prayers, need to 
say, “If. it be Thy will.” But I 
never need to say that when I 
pray that God, in His own way, 
will bring a blessed revival, will 
endue Christians with power and 
save sinners. That I know is the 
will of God and the will of Christ. 

Don’t you see how prayer is a 
mighty weapon that makes revival 
inevitable for all who seek God’s 
face as they ought to seek it? 

Faith? Faith is often mentioned 
as a condition of proper prayer. 
“Without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, 
and that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him” (Heb. 
11:6). It ought not to be hard for 
Christians who know God’s loving 
care to believe that He will give 
them daily bread and raiment and 
shelter. How tender are His mer- 
cies, and how bountiful His pro- 
vision! But faith surely ought to 
come easily when we read all the 
Scripture has to say about the 
love of God for sinners and His 
pleading that we go to win them. 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God,” says 
Romans 10:17. And if you go to 
the Bible to build your faith, you 
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This is being dictated just 
after the secretary put the 
morning mail on my desk.

God con- 
tinue to bless you, yours, and 
all your undertakings.” How we 
thank God for understanding 
Christian friends who are will- 
ing to co-operate in the unsel- 
fish effort we are making here 
at Bob Jones University to 
train Christian leaders, especi- 
ally certain young people who

will surely find it easy to believe 
that God wants to save sinners, 
wants to give revival. 


Do you want to pray for pow- 


er? Then how encouraged we are 
when we find how Jesus insisted 
that the disciples tarry in Jerusa- 
lem until they be endued with 
power from on high. How it ought 
to strengthen our faith! 

This is why all the great evan- 
gelists were mighty men of prayer. 
Charles G. Finney would frequent- 
ly feel some lack of power and 
blessing and would set apart a 
day of fasting and prayer ‘for 
a new baptism of the Holy Ghost,” 
as he was wont to say. Moody 
sought God unceasingly for two 
years, until he was mightily en- 
dued with power. Dr. R. A. Torrey 
started the prayer meeting in 
Moody Church in Chicago and 
there prayed for two years that 
God would send a great revival. 
Then suddenly a committee from 
Australia came and sought out 
Torrey, the Bible teacher who had 
never been much thought of as an 
evangelist, and Torrey began the 
mighty campaigns in Australia 
that led him finally around the 
world, with hundreds of thousands 
of souls saved under his. great 
ministry. Torrey learned to pray, 
so he learned to have revivals. If 
you want to know the simplicity 
of Torrey’s prayer life and his 
teaching on prayer, read the little 
book, How to Pray (Moody Col- 
portage Library, 35c), or The Pow- 
er of Prayer and the Prayer of 
Power (Fleming H. Revell). 

I do not wonder that we have 
seen so few revivals, when we 
have such little praying. May God 
send upon His people again the 
spirit of supplication, the spirit of 
prayer. When people prevail in 
prayer, God will give mighty re- 
vivals. 

Is not this His promise in II 
Chronicles 7:14? “If my people, 
which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 

You see, prayer is one of those 


.mighty weapons of God which are 


not carnal, but are mighty to the 
pulling down of strongholds. If 
people pray aright, they can have 
revival. They can have everything 
else it takes to bring a_ revival. 
May the dear Lord Jesus teach 
us anew to pray. 

Let us remind you again in sum- 
mary, of these four infinite re- 
sources of God which make revival 


_ always possible. There is first the 


infinite grace of God, the love of 
God, the tender-hearted tendency 
toward forgiveness and mercy 
that is greater than all the sin 
in the world. Second, there is the 
Word of God, living and power- 
ful and sharper than any two-edg- 
ed sword, like a fire and like a 
hammer that breaks the rock in 
pieces. The Word of God is a 
mighty weapon that makes revival 
always possible. Third, there is 
the miracle-working Spirit of God 
who is always available to endue 
and empower’ Christians and 
preachers, to convict and regene- 
rate sinners, to stir and convict 
and change hearts and homes and 
cities and nations. Oh, may we de- 
pend upon Him for revival! I have 
promised God I would never enter 
a pulpit to preach again without an 
enduement of power from on high. 
And fourth, there is the mighty 
power of persistent, prevailing, 
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ARE 


broken-hearted, believing prayer. 

When a gup takes full ad- 
vantage of these resources avail- 
able, they cannot avoid revival. 
We would be overwhelmed with 
revival, if we should make full use 
of these mighty resources. Oh, God 
can yet save millions in nation- 
sweeping revivals, if His people 
will enter into their holy heritage 
and use their resources, so richly 
given by a loving God who is dis- 
appointed that we do not claim His 
blessings.

gone astray in this direction, and 
as that man in another direction. 
Why, my brother, whether you 
know it or not, you have gone 
astray in many directions. 

You say you have never com- 
mitted murder. How do you know? 
Have you ever hated anybody? 
Yes. Then you are a murderer. The 
Bible says so. Christ says so. “He 
that hateth his brother is a mur- 
derer’ (1 John 3:15). Do you hate 
anybody now? Is there anybody in 
all the earth you hate now? You 
are a murderer. “He that hateth 
his brother is a murderer.” So, my 
brother, you are not as pure as you 
thought you were, you are not as 
good as you thought you were, if 
you say you have no sin to be for- 
given. 

You say you have never com- 
mitted theft. I do not suppose you 
have ever wronged your fellow- 
man, but have you taken an hour 
of a day from God and devoted it 
to wrong purposes? If you have, 
then you have been guilty of rob- 
bing God. It is a mean thing to 
steal from a man. It is a worse 
thing to steal from God. The Bible 
cries out, “Will a man rob God?” 
(Mal. 3:8). Yes; we have all rob- 
ed Him. Now, let us come to con- 
fessional, and let us acknowledge 
that we need the mercy and the 
pardon of God. We all need it; 
there is not an exception. “All 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God.” “There is none that 
doeth good, no, not one’ (Rom. 
S114; 2a): 

Just let me blow the trumpet of 
resurrection, and let the sins of 
the best man in this house—all the 
sins of his past life—come up. Let 
the larger sin of the hundred be 
captain of the company, and let 
the greater sin of the thousand be 
colonel of the regiment, and let 
the mightiest sin of his life com- 
mand the forces, vast as those of 
Xerxes, vaster, vaster. All the sins 
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of that man’s life coming down 
upon him. One man against a mil- 
lion transgressions, what chance 
has he? Where in the round of 
God’s mercy is there any help for 
us? Rise, you seas, and whelm the 
host. Strike, you lightning, and 
consume the foe. The wave rolls 
back from the beach, and says, 
“No help in me.” The lightning 
sheathes itself in the black scab- 
bard of the midnight cloud, and 
says, “No help in me.” Yonder 
I see the rider on the white horse. 
Make way for the courier. He 
swings his sword. It is the captain 
of salvation come to our rescue. 
Fall back, my sins. Fall back, my 
sorrows. All the transgressions of 
my heart and life are utterly scat- 
tered, and I cry, “Victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ!” Oh, what 
a Christ he is! 

Do you wonder that men and 
women have died for Him? Do you 
wonder that Margaret, the Scotch 
girl, would not give up her Lord 
when fastened down to the beach 
of the sea, and the persecutors 
thought, as the waves rolled on, 
she would give up her Christ? 
But fastened down at the beach 
when ‘the tide was out, she con- 
tinued in prayer until the tide 
came up, came to the ankles, came 
to the girdle, came to the shoul- 
der, came to the lip, and with her 
last utterance she said, “My Lord, 
my God! He has been so good to 
me; I cannot surrender Him now, 
though the waves may go over 
me—my Lord, my Christ, my par- 
don, my peace,” and the waves 
rolled over her. 

Do you wonder that men and wo- 
men. and children have died for 
such a Lord as this? Oh, do you 


not want His consolation as well 
as pardon? How many of you have 
had misfortunes and trials, and 
you want this Christ. Oh, when 
those into whose bosom we have 
breathed our sorrows are snatched 
away, Christ’s heart still beats; 
and when all other lights go out 
we see coming out from behind 
the cloud something that we can- 
not at first tell what it is, but it 
gets brighter and brighter, and we 
find it is the star, the star of 
hope, the star of consolation, the 
star of Jesus! 

Oh, there are different kinds of 
hands. There is the hand of care 
that opens hard on you, and there 
is the hand of bereavement that 
snatched your loved ones away 
from you, and there is the hand 
of temptation that strikes you 
back into darkness; but there is 
a hand so different from all these, 
and it is so kind, and it is so 
gentle. It is the hand that wipeth 
away all tears from all eyes— 
it is the hand of Jesus. Do you not 
want Him? Would you not like to 
have that pardon today? Would 
you not like to have His comfort? 

As at the sea beach we join 
hands and go down and bathe, and 
let the waters roll over us, and we 
feel great exhilaration, I wish we 
could by scores and hundreds and 
thousands today just join hands, 
and wade down in this great At- 
lantic of God’s forgiveness—not 
standing on the margin paddling 
the ripples with our feet, but wad- 
ing clear down in the sea and let- 
ting the crimson billows roll over 
us. Oh, you must have this Christ! 
If you reject Him, all those gap- 
ing wounds will plead against you, 
and they will haunt you through 


eternity with the thought of what 
you might have been. Oh, take 
your feet out of your brother’s 
blood! Do not go down condemned 
for fraticide and regicide and dei- 
cide. Do not do it! Better for 
thee that Calvary had never borne 
its burden, and better for thee that 
those loving lips had never ut- 
tered an invitation, if, rejecting all, 
you go down into desolation and 
darkness, your hands and feet be- 
dabbled with the blood of the Son 
of God. O dying but immortal men, 
O judgment bound hearers, repent, 
believe, and live! How shall we 
escape if we neglect so great sal- 
vation. 

There will be a password at the 
gate of heaven! I see a great mul- 
titude coming up, and they say, 
“Make way, open the gate, let us 
in, we were honored on earth; we 
had a great position in the world, 
and we want a great position in 
Heaven.” But the gatekeeper says, 
“I never knew you.” 

Here comes another’ throng. 
They say, “We did a great many 
magnanimous things, we endowed 
colleges, we established schools, 
and we were celebrated for our 
philanthropies. Open the gate now. 
Let us come in and get our re- 
ward.” A voice from within says, 
“T never knew you.” 

But here comes up a_. great 
throng, thousands and tens of 
thousands, and they knock at the 
gate. They say: “We were wan- 
derers from God, and we deserved 
to die, but we heard the voice of 
Jesus.” “Aye,” says the gate- 
keeper, “‘that is the password— 
Jesus, Jesus, Jesus! Lift up your 
heads, ye everlasting gates, and 
let them come in.”

pants leg while purring loudly and 
contentedly to himself. 

But sheep seem unable to find 
their way much farther than they 
can see in an unfamiliar place. In 
fact, this summer I visited some 
shepherds with a large herd of 
sheep in southwest Kansas, and 
as I talked with them, two sheep 
walked behind a drift fence sev- 
eral hundred yards away and then 
bleated and bleated as they looked 


in vain for an opening that would 


enable them*to rejoin the herd. 
I drove with the shepherds to in- 
spect a large flock. When we re- 
turned about an hour later the 
sheep were 


went over and shooed them back 
around the end of the fence! 
Sheep, I say, need a shepherd 
to feed and water and to lead 
them to shelter. And yet sheep 
are too stupid to realize that they 
have to depend upon the shepherd 
and they continually stray away. 


2. A Sheep Needs a Shepherd 
for Protection. 


There are few animals that are 
so utterly defenseless against 
their enemies as the sheep. Most 
other animals can either fight or 
run. But a sheep has very little 
speed with which to escape his 
enemies, and is_ practically de- 
fenseless. An eagle, a fox or even 
a small dog can easily catch a 
sheep and slaughter him. 

In fact, if there were no beast 
of prey, a sheep would still be 
unable to live very long without 
a shepherd’s help. I have heard 
that if a sheep lies down on a 
sloping hillside with his feet 
pointing up the slope, he may be 
unable to regain his feet again by 
himself and may die. Unless there 
is a shepherd to protect the sheep, 
it is likely to die. 


3. A Sheep Needs a Shepherd 
for Cleansing. 


I remember hearing a young 
preacher talking to a group of 
young people in Allegan, Michigan, 
several years ago. He said that 
Christians are like sheep—always 
white and clean! Evidentally all 
he knew about sheep had been 
learned from the pictures in the 
story books!

INTERESTING THINGS ABOUT FISH 


There are many kinds of fish and each of you boys and 
girls will be delighted to learn about some of the peculiar 
kinds which I will mention in this story. There is one kind 
of fish that has a light in its throat. 


There are a number of animals 
and insects which carry lights 
with them. Some live in the sea, 
some live in the grass, and some 
fly in the air. No one knows ex- 
actly how they make this pretty 
light, but chemists have told us 
that there are two peculiar sub- 
stances which cause it. One is 
called luciferin and the other is 
called luciferase. When these sub- 
stances are affected by water and 
by the oxygen in the air, they 
shine like phosphorus. 

The Lord Jesus is the Light of 
the World. Uncle Walter wants 
you to let this Saviour be the Kght 
of your life. Let Him warn you 
against the coming dangers of 
sin. Let Him tell you of God’s 
grace in sending you the Saviour 
who is the Lord Jesus Himself. Let 
Him tell you about the future af- 
ter death so that you will avoid 
the place of punishment and go to 
the place of blessing. The Saviour 
takes to heaven only those who be- 
long to Him. 

There is a bird called the heron, 
a long-legged, long-necked bird, 
which sometimes seems to have a 
light on its breast and on ‘the 
feathers on its thighs, but the 
feathers are covered with millions 
of tiny insects that shine, and so 
the bird is not shining at all, al- 
though it appears to be. 

When you become a Christian 
you, too, will shine—not because 
you have made yourself bright and 
good, but because the Holy Spirit 
of God will give you those lovely 
graces which will enable you to be 
a bright testimony for your Sav- 
iour. 

Sometimes the owl shines at 
night, and of course he does not 
like to do so because he does not 
want the little mice and rabbits 
to see him. His feathers, however, 
do not shine. Those tiny living 
things which we call microbes get 
on the owl’s feathers and make 
them shine brightly in the dark. 


But now we are going to talk 
about fish and not about other 
animals or insects. There is a kind 
of fish which has lights in its 
scales near its face or tail, and 
behind the little light there is a 
tiny scale which makes a reflector, 
and in front of the light there is 
another little scale which serves 
as a lens to magnify the light. No 
one knows whether these lights 
are for finding food or for finding 
enemies or for hunting mates. 
Really, children, we know very 
little about them, but we know 
that they are there. 


One day when I was eating in a 
restaurant, a very distinguished- 
looking gentleman sat at the same 
table. We introduced ourselves and 
I found that this man liked animal 
life just as I do. We talked about 
animals that have lights on them 
and in them. He told me that he 
took a trip to Alaska and there 
one night he saw large fish which 
swam quickly through the water 
and left a trail of light, like 
streaks of lightning, behind them. 
He told me that he threw some 
corn into the water and when the 
fish came darting for it they left 
a great many rays of light in the 
water, which was a very beautiful 


sight indeed. 


Sometimes in the ocean there is 
a great gathering of millions of 
gleaming little creatures which 
shine so brightly that the’ sea 
looks as though it were liquid fire. 
When a boat goes through the wa- 
ter, it looks as though it were leav- 
ing behind it a trail of fire. 

This illustrates a picture of a 
Sunday school or a church in 
which the Bible is loved and the 
members are saved and all the 
big people and the little people love 
the Lord Jesus and shine by their 
good testimonies in the neighbor- 
hood and in the city. 

In the Mediterranean Sea and in 
other warm waters is found a pe- 
culiar, slender fish called the 
Venus-girdle. It looks like a ribbon 
of light as it glows in the water. 
There is another little fish which 
isn’t really a fish. It is called the 
sea gooseberry and is about the 
size of a sparrow’s egg. At night it 
shines brightly, but in the day- 
time it is a lovely mass of beauti- 
ful colors like the colors in the 
rainbow. 

You, my little friend, will not 
shine for Jesus as anyone else 
does, for you are not like anyone 
else. Each little Christian will be 
a light for God in his or her own 
way because each of you has a dif- 
ferent experience and disposition. 

There is also a fish called the 
angelfish. There are two kinds. 
One kind lives in shallow water and 
has a beautiful light shining down 
in its:throat. The other kind has 
a strange-looking growth on the 
top of its nose or on the middle of 
its face. This growth looks like a 
little fishing pole. On the end of 
this rod is a light. It is a very 
strong light, too. The fish uses this 
light to catch its food and I'll tell 
you how it does it. (Of course, 
I was not down in the ocean 
listening and I did not see it, but 
I think this is what happened.) 

One of these angelfish went 
near a ledge of rock and turned 
its little fishing rod around so 


__|baby fish. I think their mothers 


told them not to go out of the 


: yard to play because they might 


get hurt, but I think those baby 
fish were like some children about 
whom I have heard who did not 
like to obey Mother and felt that 


, |she was interfering with their hap- 


piness if she would not let them 
play across the street. 

So one night these little baby 
fish went far from their homes to 
play hide-and-seek or some other 
game. They saw this light- shining 
and thought. “What is that?” They 
talked about it and decided to go 
and see what it was. They were a 
bit afraid, of course, for they had 
never seen a light like this, but 
they swam very carefully and very 
slowly toward the light. They 
came closer and closer, and the big 
fish kept watching and watching. 
He saw them coming but they did 
not Know him because they had 
never seen him. When all these 
little baby fish were very near, 
he jumped and closed his big 
mouth, which had *been wide open, 
and all the poor baby fish were 
swallowed. Poor Mother and Dad- 
dy fish never knew where their 
baby fish went. They wondered 
what happened to those little ones, 
but they never knew. 


The baby fish should hhave stay- 
ed at home as Mother told them, 
but this bright light attracted 
them. That is exactly how Satan 
traps boys and girls. He makes 
his pleasures look attractive—very 
attractive. He brightens them with 


beautiful colors, beautiful music, 


beautiful pictures, and makes peo- 
ple forget that there is an end 
of the journey. God says that wise 
men foresee evil and hide them- 
selves, but the simple pass on and 
are punished (Proverbs 22:3). 

You will see many, many things, 
children, which will be attractive 
and alluring to you. Perhaps 
business and money-making will 
fascinate you; possibly social 
position or pleasure will attract 
you, but we must learn 
that these are lights which 
may lead us to a terrible disaster 
at the end of the journey. 


The Lord wants you to be His 
child. Trust the-Lord Jesus who 
died for you to save you. Be a 
Christian boy or girl. Then when 
you go into public life you will 
be preserved from the terrible 
disaster that awaits those who de- 
spise God and do not want the 
Saviour. Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved 
(Acts 16:31).

is because they stink so that cattle 
do not like to eat and drink with 
them. 

Stupidity—just plain dumbness 
—is probably a sheep’s outstand- 
ing characteristic. Probably no 
other animal so gravely needs a 
caretaker; yet sheep will stray 
away.”They do not have enough 
sense to realize that without a 
shepherd they would _ probably 
starve, be killed by wild beasts, get 
hopelessly lost or die from disease 
caused by the very filth they 
carry. And God says that stupid, 
defenseless, helpless, filthy sheep 
are a picture of the human race! 

Men, too, need a shepherd. You 
are utterly and hopelessly lost 
unless Jesus Christ becomes 
your shepherd. 

Your sins reek to high heaven. 
“For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
3:23). 

And this filth will cost you 
your soul. “For the wages of sin 


is death; but the gift of God is 


eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord’ (Rom. 6:23). 

You need what the people of old 
needed. “Purge me with hyssop, and 
I shall be clean: wash me, and I 
shall be whiter than snow’ (Psa. 
917%); 

I hope you will be willing to 
face the fact that without Christ 
you are like a sheep without a 
shepherd. 

Of course someone will remind 
me that Jesus was likened to a 
sheep again and again. I realize 
He is called, “the Lamb of God,” 
but I also realize why. To take a 
sheep’s place, He had to become 
a sheep. To take a man’s place, 
He had to become a man. “For 
he hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin; that we 


might be made the righteousness | 


of God in him” (II Cor. 5:21). 
What was He made for us? Sin 
for us! 
Jesus was also likened to the 
serpent in the wilderness. When 
fiery serpents were destroying 


the people of Israel, God com- 
manded Moses to make a serpent 
of brass upon which smitten people 
could look and live. 

John in the third chapter tells 
us: “And as Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eter- 
nal life” (John 3:14, 15). 

Man, you are an utter fool if 
you do not face the fact that you 
need a Saviour like a sheep needs 
a shepherd. Don’t be a fool, don't 
be stupid about this. You will go 
to Hell if you are. 


Lost Because Rebellious 

Our text makes plain the reason 
men are lost. “All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his OWN way.” Men 
are lost because they deliberately 
rebel against God. Man wants to 
go his “own” way rather than 
God’s way. Jesus had this in mind 
‘when He said: “And ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life” (John 5:40). 

How many times I have heard 
someone say, “This is a free world 
and I am 21 years old; no one 
is going to tell me how to live 
my life and what I can do and 
can’t do! It’s my life and I'll live 
it as I see fit.” I used to believe 
that men were lost because of 
some kind of personal misfortune: 
they did not really understand, 
etc. But the Bible says men are 
lost because they are deliberate 


rebels! The real truth is_ that 
“men love darkness rather than 
light.” 


Men are lost because they love 


their sins; men are lost because 
they love lusts more than purity, 
blasphemy more than praise, ly- 
ing more than truthfulness. Men 
would rather have beer in their 
bellies than Christ in their hearts. 

When I first began preaching I 
was pastor in a Texas town. Sev- 
eral of the men in the church who 
had cars met with me early on 
Sunday mornings to pray and then 
they were assigned people to pick 
up for Sunday school. 


One Saturday old Aunt Kate 
Davis called me to say a new 
family had moved into a house 
near her and in this family there 
were three teen-age girls and one 
boy. She wanted to know if I 
could plan to pick them up and 
take them to Sunday school the 
following morning. I explained 
that our quota was already full 
and that there was no one I could 
send for them. She seemed some- 
what disappointed, so I suggested 
that I myself would take them to 
the evening service if that would 
be satisfactory. She told the girls 
and boy to be ready. Sunday even- 
ing I drove by and picked them up 
and took them to church. The boy 
must have been about fourteen 
years old and the three girls six- 
teen, seventeen and eighteen. 


That night I preached on the 
last half of the first chapter of 
Romans. I discussed those wicked 
men who lived lives of wickedness 
and lawlessness and lives of un- 
natural lusts. Sitting in the con- 
gregation that night were a num- 
ber of unsaved and self-righteous 
individuals. Trying to jar them out

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of their complacency, I concluded 
my message something like this, 
“How awful is the condition of 
any race of men who turn their 
backs upon God! Yet I would 
rather be a heathen in the darkest 
part of Africa, a Negro living in 
unholy lusts with teeth filed to 
devour the flesh of other mien, 
hands red in blood but never hav- 
ing heard the glories of Christ—I 
would rather be that man in the 
day of judgment than to be any 
unsaved person in this auditorium 
tonight who has deliberately re- 
jected the Lord Jesus again and 
again! You pharisaical hypocrites 
who brag about ,your integrity, 
your decency, your virtue and self- 
righteousness! It will be more 
tolerable for the heathen in the 
day of judgment than for you, 
just as Jesus warned those who 
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heard Him that it would be more 
tolerable for wicked, ungodly, 
lawless Tyre and Sidon than for 
them in the day of judgment! 
You appear so righteous before 
men, but the wickedness of Hell 
is in your hearts or you would 
never reject Christ. You are fools! 
You may deceive men, but you 
cannot deceive God with your 
pious attitude. You are going to 
Hell and you ought to. Now get 
up and get out of here—go home, 
all of you!” . 

That was the end of my sermon. 
We did not have a closing prayer, 
a closing song, a benediction or 
anything else. The people stared in 
amazement; and I told them 
again to get up and get out. Fin- 
ally they rose and began to strag- 
gle out. 

As the people left, I went out 
to my old Graham Paige and 
waited for my passengers. They 
got in the car in utter silence. I 
drove them to their home on the 
other side of town with scarcely 
a word being said. As they got 
out of the car, Aunt Kate thanked 
me for coming after them. The 
oldest of the girls opened the 
front door of the car and said, 
“Mr. Rice, there is something I 
want to say to you.” I thought 
she was going to brag on my 
preaching! “What is it?” I asked. 

“T went to church tonight as 
your guest,” she said. “You in- 
vited me. And I want you to know 
I have never been so insulted by 


anyone in all my life; Tl never, 


never, never go to hear you again 
as long as I live!”

I quickly reached over and re- 
opened the door and said, “Hey, 
wait a minute; what’s the matter 
with you anyway?” 

She looked at me with blazing 
eyes and said with fury in her 
voice, “You know what I’m talk- 
ing about. I’ll have you know I 
am a good, virtuous girl! I mind 
my father and help my mother. 
I often go to Sunday school and 
church. I am a good girl and you 
said you would rather be a nasty 
old heathen with painted face and 
pointed teeth who eats folks than 
to be me! You said an old native 
who cuts people up. and worships 
idols and has a bunch of wives is 
not as bad as I am! I have never 
been so insulted in my life and I 
won’t stand for it! I’ll never zo 
to hear you preach again as long 
as I live!” 

BANG—Sshe slammed the door 
again! I opened it and she slam- 
med it the third time! Now that 
old 1932 Graham Paige wasn’t 
made to stand that treatment, so 
I simply moved over, opened the 
door and held it open. 

“Listen to me,” I said. “If I 
have insulted you, I am going 
to apologize.” I turned to the old 
woman who had been nervously 
listening. “Aunt Kate,’ I said, 
“won’t I apologize to this girl if 
I have insulted her?” / 

Aunt Kate—bless her heart— 
loved me dearly. She’ eagerly 
turned to the angry girl, obviously 
hoping to pour oil on the troubled 
waters. “He sure will, honey, he

sure will,’ she said. “Brother Bill 
will do anything in this world he 
says he will do!” 

“All right then,’”’ said the girl, 
“Jet’s hear him apologize!” 

“But I’m not sure I owe you 
an apology,” I said. “I don’t be- 
lieve you understand what I 
meant. Let me explain..... i 

“There is nothing to explain,” 
she blazed. “I heard what you 
said. You said I was a worse sin- 
ner than an old heathen who had 
never even heard the Gospel, and 
don’t try to lie out of it! You 
know good and well I have never 
done anything as bad as that nasty 
old man who eats people and has 
a lot of wives!” 

“Well,” I said, “if you think he 
has sinned more than you, tell me- 
this; what do you believe was the 
very worst sin ever committed in 
all the history of all the world?” 

“How should I know?” 

“I believe you do know. Think 
about it.” 

“Brother Bill,’”—it was one of 
the other girls who, with the boy 
and Aunt Kate, had been silently 
listening—“I believe I know what 
the greatest sin ever committed 
was.” 

“What was it?” 

“When the Jews. crucified 
Jesus!” 

Now I know it was not the Jews 
alone who crucified Christ, but 
this was no time for a theological 
debate. 

“You are right,” I said. “That 
was the greatest sin ever com- 
mitted in all the world. Do you 
know why they crucified Him?”

That is why I said I would rather 
be a heathen who has never heard 
the gospel at all than to be one 
who has heard but has deliberately 
rejected Jesus. Of course a heath- 
en without Christ is lost, but 
surely his condemnation will not 
be as great as yours. Now—do you 
still believe I owe you an apology?”

ed without a word and walked 
away, followed by her brother and 
her sisters. Aunt Kate and I stood 
by my battered old car and 
watched them fade into the dark- 
ness. 

I was heartsick during the week 
that followed. After all, I had 
been their host and I had offended 
them. Yet I ‘honestly believed— 
as I do now—that if preaching is 
to bring conviction it must al- 
ways be plain and often sharp. I 
prayed for the girls.and boy with 
a heavy heart all that week. 

Imagine my delight the follow- 
ing Sunday when the girl who 
would never come to hear me 
preach again as long as she lived 
came into the church auditorium 
with her brother and _ sisters! 
They, with Aunt Kate, had walked 
almost two miles to be in. the 
service. When the invitation was 
given at the conclusion of the 
simple sermon, the three girls and 
boy stepped out to publicly receive 
Jesus Christ as their Lord and 
Saviour! 


They were saved simply because 
they had been brought face to 
face with the fact that they were 
lost. They realized they were lost 
because they had rejected Christ. 
And they realized they had re- 
jected Christ because they had 
not been willing for Christ to be 
the Lord of their lives. They were 
deliberate rebels. 


Good neighbor, if you have never 
received Christ I want you to 
realize you are lost—lost because 
you are a rebel against God. You 
are not willing to turn to Jesus. 
The text describes you. Notice it 
again. “All we like. sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on him the iniquity of 
us all.” 


Jesus Christ cannot save you un- 
til you are willing to turn from 
your sins and yield yourself to 
Him. If you persist in going your 
own way, you will end up in Heil, 
and it is only fair to say that you 
ought to. I earnestly urge you to 
“seek ye the Lord while he may 
be found, call ye upon him while 
he is near: Let the wicked for- 


sake his way, and the unrighteous | 


man his thoughts: and let him 
return unto the Lord, and he will! 
have mercy upon him; and to our 
God, for he will abundantly par- 
don” (Isa. 55:6, 7). 


The Suffering Saviour 


The most amazing fact known 
to man is this: in spite of our 
stupid foolishness and although 
we have been hard-headed, hard- 
hearted, wicked and_ rebellious, 
yet “God so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotton Son,” 
and “the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all.” — 

“Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: ..he was 
wounded for our transgression, he 
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was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of owr peace Was up- 
on him... (Isa. 53:4, 5). 

How good it was of Jesus to 
be willing to die for our sins! And 
if you never have been saved I 
believe He is seeking you through 
this sermon this very minute! To 
give you some idea of how eager 
Jesus is to save you read the 
wonderful story in Luke 15:3-7: 

“And he spake this parable un- 
to them, saying, What man of you, 
having an hundred sheep, if he 
lose one of them, doth not leave 
the ninety and nine in the wilder- 
ness, and go after that which is 
lost, until he find it? And when 
he hath found it, he layeth it on 
his shoulders, rejoicing. And when 
he cometh home, he calleth to- 
gether his friends and neighbours, 
saying unto them, Rejoice with me; 
for I have found my sheep which 
was lost. I say unto you, that 
likewise joy shall be in. heaven 
over one sinner that repenteth, 
more than over ninety and nine 
just persons, which need no re- 
pentance.” 

Did you notice the fifth verse, 
“ ..he layeth it on his shoulders, 
rejoicing?” 

With all the sincerity of my 
heart I urge you to turn your 
sins over to Jesus, trust Him 
with your burdens and sorrows, 
trust Him to save you—to place 
you on His shoulders and take 
you home to Heaven! 

And by all means be saved to- 
day. What a tragedy when a lost 
sheep falls over a cliff or is de- 
voured by wild beasts because he 
stayed too long! 

Your soul, as well as your life, 
is at stake, Man. Don’t be foolish 
and stubborn. and wicked, but be 
saved right now while God is 
speaking to your heart.
